On Liquor “Tip” 


Low Expected 
Ottawa Denial 
On Statement 


Hon. Solon E. Low, provincial 
treasurer, commenting on the 
statement of Hon. Colin Gibson, 
Dominion revenue minister that 
Mr. Low’s contentiun that east- 
ern provinces were “tipped off” 
to the wartime alcoholic bever- 
age order of 1942 was “entirely 
without foundation” said here 
Thursday that he expected just 
such a reply. 

“I didn't expect Mr. Gibson 
would do anything but deny my | 
statement, They are just seeking a 
loophole and I knew they would 
seize on the point that Alberta 
did not buy its full allotment of 
liquor in the year ending Oct. 31, 
1943,” | 
The province bought all it could | 
buy, and the distillers could not 
provide any more, although Al- 


berta could have used more, the 
minister added, 
“Mr. Gibson’s answer is most 


unsatisfactory. He still has to an- 
swer why the government select- 
ed Oct. 31, 1942, as the end of the 

base year, and why it made the | 
order retroactive to that date, 

when it was not issued until Jan- | 
uary, 1943, and also why even 
after the order came into effect, 

Ontario and Quebec could allow 
so much more liquor ta permit- 
tees than we could.” : 

Mr. Low continued: “The answer 
is quite clear. Ontario and Quebec 
knew the restrictions were coming 
up, and we certainly didn’t. The 
people in the east were given every 
chance to buy up the liquor.” 

J. A. King, chairman of the 
Alberta Liquor Control Board, 
commenting last night on a state- 
ment by Revenue Minister Gib- 
son that the province failed to 
take its full allotment and was 
short 9,945.6 proof gallons of spir- 
its in the year ended Oct. 31, 1943, 
said “We certainly took all we | 
could possibly buy.” 

“It is true that some of the dis- 
tillers were unable to give us the} 
full allotment to which we were | 
entitled,” he added.

King Inspects

SOMEWHERE IN’ ENGLAND, 
March 9.—(CP)—Thousands. of Ca- 
nadian invasion troops were in- 
spected today by the King who 
walked nearly four miles through 
long lines of soldiers drawn up on 
both sides of roads in their big 
second-front camps.

Still Another

LONDON, March 9,—(CP)— 
Marshal Premier Joseph Stalin 
announced today that the Red 
Army had captured Staro-Kons- 
tantinov, German base in the 
southwest Ukraine. 


LONDON, March 9.—(AP)— 
Premier Joseph Stalin in a spe- 
cial order of the day broadcast 
from Moscow announced today 
that the Russians have opened 
still another offensive on the 
Ukrainian front under Gen. 
Rodion Malinovsky. 


He said the offensive launched 
across the Ingulets river—which 
would be aimed at the German de- 
fence bastions. of Nikolaev and 
Kherson on the lower Bug and 
Dnieper rivers—had gained from 19 
to 37 miles along a 105-mile front 
in four days of fighting. 

Kazanka and Novi Bug, 25 and 40 
miles respectively west of Krivoi 
Rog, have fallen before the Russian 
forces in the new advance, said the 
announcement recorded here by the 
Soviet Monitor. 


NINE DIVISIONS ROUTED 

Three German tank and six in- 
fantry divisions, probably totalling 
more than 125,000 troops, have been 
routed in the course of the new 
advance, Stalin said. 

Novi Bug’s capture placed the 
Russian forces across the main 
northern rail line into the great 
Black Sea base of Nikolaev and 
threatened to flank the base from 
the north, 

The Russian advance also places 
Soviet forces only six miles east of 
the Ingul river, which flows iato 
the Bug at Nikolaey and forms the 
last natural barrier to a drive on 
the naval base which lies 55 miles

City Expected 
To Cancel Old 


The City of Edmonton will re- 
linquish claim for repayment of 
financial assistance given by it 
as “material assistance” during 
the years 1931 to Dec. 31, 1942, 
if a recommendation of the fin- 
ance committee of city council is 
ratified by the parent body. 
Recently the provincial govern- 

ment intimated that the assistance 
given by the province as “material 
jaid” during the depression years 
should not, after Feb. 9, be recover- 
able in any way from the residents 
of the province, as such 4ssistance 
|was given when the need was due 
jto economic conditions over which 
|the recipients had no control. 


HALT COLLECTIONS 


At that time municipalities were 
instructed of the government's 
policy and were notified that the 
}senior government's contributions 
;of such “material aid” must not be 
collected from residents. 
| It was suggested at that time 
|that the municipalities give similar 
consideration by cancelling any 
municipal claim against recipients, 

City Commissioner John Hodg- 
son said that the city’s share of 
“material aid” to residents during 
the depression period was ap- 
proximately $3,600,000, and that 
an additional $500,000 had been 
spent on administration, 


The debt cancelling resolution 
carries the rider excepting from 
its provisions cases where the com- 
missioners have reasonable cause 
to believe that such assistance was 
obtained by fraud, misrepresenta- 
tion or dishonest statements. 


‘Churchill Still 
House Master 
Of Crossfire 


LONDON, March 9.—(AP)~ 
Prime. Minister Churchill. proved 
himself still a master of the 
House of Commons crossfire 
today. 

To one questioner asking who 
would speak for the government 
in the event of conflicting state- 
ments of various ministers, Mr. 
Churchill commented drily, “If 
the worst came to the worst I 
might have a shot at it myself.” 

Another question as to the im- 
plication of a recent speech by 
Herbert Morrison, home secre- 
tary, Mr. Churchill brushed aside 
with the comment, “I gather he 
was embarking on a philosophical 
disquisition on a _ hypothetical 
and conjectural situation which 
might arise after the war.” 

To a protest against one of his 
own replies using the phrase “the 
matter is under constant review,” 
Mr. Churchill chuckled and com- 
mented that “a certain amount of 
latitude in the use of stock 
phrases always has been accorded 
to every government as long as I 
can remember.”

Yanks Attack 
Berlin Second 
Time in 2 Days

LONDON, March 9.— Strong 
American air forces striking 
above a four-mile-high cloud 


blanket bombed Berlin for the 
second straight day today, vir- 
tually unmolested, 

The Nazi radio called it a “new 
terror attack” and said _ several 
sections of the capital were dam- 
aged, 

The first alrmen back from the 
raid said they did not see a single 
German fighter plane. The heavy 
overcast through which Berlin was 
bombed a day after it underwent 
the biggest fire raid in history was 
believed to have kept most of the 
enemy defence force earthbound. 


ALLIED ESCORT 

Flying Fortresses and Liberators 
of the Eighth Air Force again 
smashed in force at the bomb-pit- 
ted and flame-searred city. They 
were protected by powerful forma- 
tions of R.A.F., Canadian and Al- 
lied fighters.

In War 162,282 


WASHINGTON, March 9.—(AP) 
—United States casualties in this 
war so far total 162,282, of whom 
37,853 are dead. 

War Secretary Henry Stimson, at 
a press conference today, announc- 
ed that army casualties (as of Feb. 
23) totalled 121,458. Of this num- 
ber, 20592 were killed, 47,318 
wounded, 26,326 are missing, and 
27,222 are prisoners of war. 

The latest navy total is 40,824, 
made up of 17,261 killed, 9,910 
wounded, 9,239 missing, and 4,414 
prisoners of war. These “figures 
include the Marine Corps and 
Coast Guard,

LONDON, March 9.— Prime 
Minister Churchill told the com- 
mons today that no change was 
contemplated at present in the 
status or disposition of the Italian 
fleet, strongly implying that any 
transfer of Italian warships to 
Russia has been shelved, at least 
temporarily. 

He confirmed President Roose- 
velt’s disclosure of last Friday that 
the future employment and dis- 
posal of the Italian fleet had been 
under discussion and_ said “par- 
ticular consideration” has been 
given to the “immediate reinforce- 
ment of the Soviet navy, either 
from Anglo-American or Italian re- 
sources.” 

“I have no statement to make on 
these discussions other than to say 
that at present no change is con- 
templated in the arrangements with 
Italian naval authorities under 
which Italian ships and crews take 
part in the common - struggle 
against the enemy in_ theatres 
where théy now operate,” Churchill 
said. 


TO BE DECIDED LATER 
“It may well be found that the 
general question of the enemy 


left over to the end of the war 
against both Germany and Japan 
when the entire situation can be 
surveyed by the victorious Allies 
and they can decide which is right 
and just to be done.” 


The apparent decision to post- 
pone indefinitely any transfer of 
Italian warships was believed to 
have been due at least in part to 
reper- 
cussions touched off by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s revelation that 
Russia might share in the spoils. 


A member of the cabinet of Pre- 
mier Marshal Pietro Badoglio said 
the entire Italian government 
would resign in protest if any ships 
were transferred to the Soviets. 

In any case, naval observers were | 
somewhat skeptical that Russia | 
could operate the Italian ships un- | 
less they continued to be manned | 
by Italian crews, which appeared 
politically out of the question The 
machinery, guages and other de- 
tails would not be familiar to 
crews, they pointed out.

Official figures show that during the 
four weeks which ended with Feb. 28th, 
80 per cent. of the hogs marketed at Ed- 
monton were of a quality entitling the 
producers to a bonus.

That should make 
it worth while to keep on producing the 
best. ¥ 


Better Donate Today 


On Tuesday 32 per cent of the $10,000,- 
000 required by the Red Cross had been 
subscribed. At the parallel date last year 
the proportion was only 20 per cent. Even 
so, there is not much in the facts to cause 
elation. Subscriptions should be coming in 
faster. The need of the Red Cross services 
to our men overseas is greater than it was 
a year ago, and everyone knows it to be 


greater. 
Neglect, not parsimony, must be 
blamed that the subscription total is not 


going up more rapidly. The distractions 
of wartime are many and it is easy to for- 
get from day to day to send along a con- 
tribution to this vital cause. There is no 
doubt that the sum will be made up. But if 
it is made up in record time the men 
“over there’ will know what we mean, 
and will be heartened by it. 

Alberta ranked second among the 
provinces, with 36 per cent of its quota 
filled on Tuesday. British Columbia headed 
the list with 43 per cent. Manitoba came 
third with 33 per cent. People in Edmonton 
and throughout the province should see 
that Alberta does not lose its place. If we 
can nose ahead of British Columbia, so 
much the better.

Canada the Unknown 


With a glow of gratification, Canadian 
newspapers have been prominently dis- 
playing a story about Walter Winchell and 
his tribute to Canada. The American 
columnist, it appears, has circulated an 
article which points with a good deal of 
admiration to Canada’s war effort. 

Now, intrinsically, there is nothing in 
the fact of Winchell’s journalistic tribute 
to evoke this display of gratitude. The in- 
cident appears remarkable only because 
of its context. That is to say, the Winchell 
article has pleased Canadians only because 
the sympathetic publicizing of this country 
is so exceedingly rare in the United States, 

In point of fact, Canada is practically 
an unknown country in the United States. 
And ignorance of Canada is not confined 
to private individuals. Not so long ago, an 
official gathering of the Republican party 
excluded Canada from a certain contin- 
ental plan because this country “was not a 
sovereign state.” 

If we are going to be good neighbors 
with the American people, as we should 
like to be, it is time we were making our- 
selves known to them. 

And when a little favorable notice from 
an American columnist practically brings 
the tears to our eyes, it would seem to be 
time the Canadian Government was giving 
serious consideration to the problem.

Day and Night 


In their first massed attack on Berlin, 
American airmen flew 864 heavy bombers 
and an equal number of the new types 
long-range fighters. They lost 68 bombers 
and 10 fighters, a new high figure, but well 
under 5 per cent of the machines employed. 
If the luftwaffe had lost no larger a per- 
centage than that it could have gone on 
strafing England indefinitely, Goering will 
see the inference from that calculation, 

The second daylight attack two days 
later was even heavier. Again the Nazis 
lost far more planes than the raiders, and 
the ruined city was left ringed by fires 
raging in the industrial suburbs. 

Herr Goebbels will have trouble to find 
a single word of consolation to pass along 
as he recounts the incidents of these at- 
tacks. Berlin has been subjected to two- 
hour bombings in broad daylight. The de- 
fending air force suffered out of all pro- 
portion to the losses inflicted on the attack- 
ers. Any and every point in Germany can 
now be subjected to devastating air assault 
by day as well as by night, and assaulted as 
often as weather may permit and military 
reasons make desirable. 

That is the demonstrated fact which 
the gabby Dr, will not be able to conceal 
from his listeners, 


A Tax on Production 


The legislature will ask the Dominion 
Government to abolish the cent-a-pound 
excise tax now imposed on sugar made 
from beets. That would be a negative, but 
substantial, encouragement to beet-grow- 
ing and the home production of sugar. 

Immediately the result might be less 
than hoped for, because beet-growing re- 
quires a relatively large amount of labor, 
and labor is scarce. But as the supply in- 
creases through the slackening of war 
work there is reason to suppose this 
branch of farming would expand. So far 
at least as non-technical observers can 
see, there is no physical reason why 
Canada should not produce all the sugar it 


requires. The tax is a penalty which has 
fascias production and should on that 
account be removed. 

Whether removal of the tax would be 
sufficient to make the Dominion self- 
supporting in regard to this commodity is 
uncertain, but is' not the point of major 
importance. At least it would help. Further 
and positive encouragement in the way of 
production bonuses is an entirely different 
matter, and may well be left until it is seen 
whether the growers need such help and in 
what amount. 

An official report shows that on 
irrigated,land in southern Alberta, besides 
providing a “relatively high level of 
living”, costs of developing irrigated land 
of $44 an acre “can readily be met’. As 
this land is largely devoted to beet culture, 
the statement does not suggest that grow- 
ers are badly in need of bonuses in addi- 
tion to relief from the cent-per-pound tax. 
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Team Work 


While the Nazi armies needed air 
coverage as they never needed it before 
in any theatre, the German air force is and 
has been for months conspicuous on the 
eastern front by its almost complete 
absence. Moscow reports have ceased to 
mention the luftwaffe as a hindrance to 
the Red army offensive operations. 

The reason is plain. Goering can’t spare 
planes even to save Nazi ground troops in 
the east from being liquidated in flocks of 
divisions. He has to concentrate them to 
ward off the raiders from Britain and 
Italy, and to provide reserve defences 
against the expected invasion. 

Perhaps one of the decisions reached at 
Teheran was that the western Allies 
should keep the Nazi airmen busy while 
Russian ground forces dispose of Hitler’s 
eastern armies. At any rate that is what 
is being done. 


British submarines in the Strait of 
Malacca torpedoed and probably sank a 
7000 ton Japanese plane-carrier, and 
damaged another cruiser. London says the 
submarines are attached to Britain’s “Far 
Eastern fleet’, Tokyo will be interested 
both in the incident and in this explanation.

A Washington report says ninety-nine 
out of every hundred ships which sailed for 
Russia last year with supplies reached 
their destinations. The enemy lost the 
Scharnhorst trying to intercept some of 
them, and the Tirpitz was torpedoed while 
it lurked in one of the attack-harbors on 
the Norwegian coast. Leaving out of ac- 
count the submarines sunk in the Atlantic, 
the loss of these two ships balances in the 
military sense the Allied carriers which 
were destroyed en route to Russia. 


During the last half of 1943 shipping 
losses in Allied convoys were less than one 
in 1,000. This was stated at London by Mr. 
A. V. Algxander, first lord or the admir- 
alty. Germany, he added, still has at least 
as many submarines as it had at the be- 
ginning of 1943, while the Allies have more 
ships at sea for them to hunt down. This 
showing is just too good to last. Whatever 
it may be, Admiral Doenetz and his advis- 
ors have some plan in the making to strike 
another blow at Allied shipping, for they 
know their fate is at stake. Nobody 
should therefore entertain a vain hope that 
sinkings will not go up again, despite the 
vigilance of Allied patrols and escort 
forces on sea and in the air.

form the Conservative party. Old 
guard remnants at the head table 
included Senator C, C. Ballantyne, 
senate opposition leader, surely an 
old guardsman. John R. MacNichol, 
M.P., the progressive, retired Tor- 
onto industrialist, party stalwart 
and architect of good will between 
east and west, he, too, is a politician 
of the old school.

But men like Squadron Leader 
John Angus McLean of Prince Ed- 
ward Island and Rupert Ramsay, 
the farm professor from Saskatoon, 
are new faces at the party's head 
table. It was the dinner at the Chat-

Editor, Bulletin: There is not 


much doubt that the methods being 


followed by the two men mostly 
entrusted with Canada’s financial 
policy, ic. Mr. Ilsley and Mr. Gra- 
ham Towers, are going to come in 
for severe criticism from the peo- 
ple of Canada when they find out 
that these methods are running the 
country into debt at a tremendous 
rate. 

Instead of using the Bank of 
Canada to issue “public credit in 
terms of public need,” they are 
using it more as a pawn for the 
chartered banks to amass huge 
profits and the exposure of their 
methods so ably made by Mr, Mc- 
Geer, should be a warning to Par- 
liament to act before it is too late. 

The worst has not yet been told. 
The 82 million issued by the Bank 
of Canada has enabled the charter- 
ed banks to increase their “de- 
posits” (mostly by making loans) to 
$748 millions, all of which draw in- 
terest. Thus, even at the modest 


rate of 442 per cent the chartered | 


banks will, by this financial en- 
gineering, “earn” for themselves 
the $82 millions from the Canadian 
public in 2% years. 

These methods enable them to 
get 40 per cent on the actual cash 
involved instead of 4% per cent 
and in addition they hold securities

Russia Defines Her Armistice Terms To Finland 


Finland, one started by the Soviet 
las a preventive war against sus- 
pected German ambitions, and the 
other a Finnish war of revenge on 
the side of Hitler, the Soviet Union 
| seems less concerned regarding her 
| security in Finland than in Poland, 
The reason is to be found in the 
military history of this war. Prior 
/to 1941 Finland was regarded as an 
important basis for attack on North- 
fern Russia, The actual war has 
proved that it had chiefly nuisance 
value. No major battles were 
fought in this area. Geographically 
Finland proves too inaccessible for 
major powers, and the Finns alone 
are incapable of aggressive war 
against Russia. 

Therefore, seen from now, the 
first Russo-Finnish war was a 
Russian military mistake. They 
believed themselves potentially 
threatened from a position which 
turned out to be of negligible value 
for the Germans. On the other 
hand, long experience has taught 
Russia that Poland is the natural 
battlefield for any major attack on 
Russia from the west. These fac- 
tors, rather than ideologies, play an 
important role in all Russian con- 
siderations.

It is reported that the greatest 
difficulties concern the internment 
of the German army in northern 
Finland. Perhaps the withdrawal 
of that army has begun. Certainly 
it has had time to do so. If how- 
ever this army refuses to withdraw 
the Russians can only ask that 
either the Finns intern it or they 
come in and do the job themselves, 
In the latter case it is uncertain 
that this would be enough. For if 
the German army should withdraw 
into northern Norway it would con- 
tinue to be a menace since it would 
still be separated from Russia by 
only a narrow strip of land. 

Either the Germans quit north- 
ern Norway too, or we fight the 


Germans there, or the Russians 
may have to fight them there, 
eventually.

treasurer of the 
Forest City Bi- @ 
cycle Club in 
London, Ont, in 
1879-1883. Head-

sports attractions Chas. Edwards 
but Mr. McClean recalls one of the 
first. It was connected with Can- 
ada’s first bicycle track meet—at 
London, July 1, 1882. 

“I have no data in regard to this 
meet,” he writes, “but have very 
vivid memories of the morning of 
that day as there was a perfect 
downpour of rain lasting until 
shortly after noon. And by a com- 
bination of circumstances I was re- 
sponsible financially for the ex- 
penses incurred, amounting to up- 
wards of $800, 

“However, while at the dinner 
table, a member of our club came 
in with tidings that the sun was 
shining and by 1:30 p.m. not a 
cloud was in sight. At this time 
a procession was formed at the 
Tecumseh House with more than 
100 riders in line. The races were 
a great success. We took in up- 
wards of $1,700, a great relief to 
my bank account.” 

A profit of $900 from a bicycle 
meet today would be a nine-day 
sensation. It was appreciated, too, 
by the Forest City Club which 
made Mr. McClean a present of 
“an elegant set of carvers and a set 
of plate which are still in use and 
much cherished.” 

That bicycle meet was one of 
the first important international 
sports events staged in Canada, 

It drew representation from sev- 
eral large United States cities. 
One U.S. company sent four 
bicyclists in uniform with samples 
of the wheels it manufactured, 
“These had the small wheel in 
front and were geared in some 
way so that the tread was up and 
down.”

Health Services | Lauds Workers Street Railway 


Financial Plan || 
Is Considered 


OTTAWA, March 9.—-(CP)— 
The commons committee on 
Social Security today considered 
recommendations submitted by | 
financial experts of the govern- 
ment for Dominion grants to the 
provinces to assist in health ser- 
vices, 

The grants proposed are: 

1. General public health grant of 
25 cents per capita of population, 
which would total about $2,872,428, 

2. Tuberculosis treatment grants 
to the provinces $2,000,000, distri- 
buted 50 per cent on basis of popu- 
lation and 50 per cent based on the | 
average number of deaths from 
tuberculosis in each province over 
the previous five years, 

3. Mental, diseases treatment 
| grant of one-seventh of the moneys 
at present expended by all the 
provinces, to be distributed on a 
population basis and not to exceed 
| $2,500,000 annually. 
| 4. Venereal disease control grant 
of $1,000,000 a year for 10 years, to 
be distributed 50 per cent on popu- 
lation basis and 50 per cent on the | 
number of new cases reported in 
any province during the previous 
calendar year. 

5. Professional training grant of 
$100,000 a year. 

6. Public health research grant 
of $50,000 a year with provision 
for additional Dominion assist- 
ance in case of epidemics.
